WOOD IS NAMED FOR JUDGE 


Williams Also Is Dropped in Ten- 
tative Slate Prepared by 
Party Leaders.

ALBANY, Sept. 25.—Governor Nathan 
L. Miller asserted his leadership of the 
Republican Party in New York State to- 
day and announced the conditions under 
which hé would run for re-election. 

In an interview in the Executive Cham- 
ber the Governor said he had tried -to 
{institute reforms and policies which he 
believed would be of public benefit and 
he would accept renomination only if 
assured that the other candidates for 
State office would be men who would 
co-operate with him. If such a ticket 
were not nominated, the Governor de- 
clared, he would not consider {t worth 
the sacrifice and would decline the nom- 
fnation if one should be tendered by the 

Republican State Convention, which will 
* convene here on Wednesday. 

The Governor's announcement of his 
position met with immediate acceptance 
by practically every party leader here, 
and asa result a tentative slate was pre- 
pared from’ which were omitted the 
names of Lieut. Gov. Jeremiah Wood, 
Attorney General Charles D. Newton, 
Secretary of State John J. Lyons and 
State Engineer Frank M. Williams. , 

There will be no opposition to the re- 
romination of Senator William M. Caldér 
rnd no candidate for Secretary of State 
had been selected tonight in place of 
Mr. Lyons, > ° 
New York to Name Secretary of State. 

Tt was said that the New York County 
organization would be permitted to name 
the candidate for Secretary of State; 
provided it suggested any but Mr. 
Lyons. Harold G. Aron, Chairman of 
the § Bureau of the New York 
County Republican Committee, was men- 
tioned as a man who would be accepta- 
ble to the Tt was said that 
if the New York County delegation de- 
cided to support Mr. Lyons, who is a 
resident of Manhattan, the nomination

Both Attorney General Newton and 
Sercetary of State Lyons declared they 
intended to make a contest and would 
be candidates before the convention. 

Governor Miller announced that he in- 
tended to appoint Mr. Wood a Judge of 
the Court of Claims tomorrow to fill 
ihe vacancy esused by the resignation 
of Judge Cunningham of King&ton, and 
that Mr. Wood had agreed to accept the 
appointment and would resign as Lieu- 
tenant Governor. Later today the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Wood was formally an- 
nounced. 

It was said that Mr. Williams, who 
had been State Engineer for four terms, 
would make no fight for renomination.

HAD FLED WITH HALL

Confided His Suspicions to Rec- 
tor’s Wife Before Bodies 
Were Found. 


ELOPEMENT TALES REVIVED 


One Story Had China as Desti- 
nation of Pair—Gossip Brings 
In Ku Klux Klan. - 


James Mills, who has insisted all along 
that there was no attachment between 
his wife and. the Rev. Edward Wheeler 
Hall, admitted yesterday that on the 
morning after his wife and the clergy- 
man disappeared he asked Mrs. Hall if 
she thought they had eloped. He also 
said that the clergyman’s wife replied 
in the negative,-and told him she was 
sure there must have: been foul play. 
This conversation, as reported by Mills 
in an interview with reporters, took 
place the day before the bodies of the 
clergyman: and choir singer were found 
lying side by side in a field outside Ne 
Brunswick, N. J, : 

Mills’s statement served to revive gos- | 
sip to the effect. that Hali and 
Mills had been planning an elopement 
to Japan or China, and that the murder 
followed quickly upon the discovery. of 
their intention. It has been Said that 
the rector had put his church affairs in 
order so that a succ®ssor could take up 
the work with the least possible diffi- 
culty, and “that almost all the-arrange- 
ments for the trip had been made when 
the couple disappeared on Thursday 
evening, Sept. 14. 

Denied by Mrs. Mills’s Bister. 


As far as newspaper investigators 
have been able to learn, the only basis 
for the elopement story was a scrap of 
conversation between two women over- 
heard at the funeral of Dr. Hall at. his 
former church, the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of St. John the Evangelist. One 
of the women watching the body carried 
out of the edifice is said to have told her 
companion about the proposed trip to the 
Orient. In another report, Mrs. Wither- 
bee, a sister of the murdered “woman 
was mentioned as the recipient of Mrs. 
Mills’s confidence regarding the plans 
for the elopement, but Mrs. Witherbee 
has denied to reporters that she ever 
heard anything about it. 

The prosecuting authorities say they 
have been unable to get any tangible 
evidence that the couple planned to 
elope, and relatives and friends of the 
Halls and Mills deny arly knowledge of 
such. a project. Owing to the secrecy 
with which the officials are conducting 
the investigation, and the attempts ‘of 
the church people to hush up everything 
that might reflect upon the parish, it is 
consideréd possible that there may be 
something besides gossip in the elope- 
ment story. : 

Another story in circulation that adds 
to the mystery deals with the Ku Klux 
Klan. It has already been suggested 
that some self-appointéd moral censor 
may have taken it upon himself to as- 
sassinate the rector and the woman as 
an atonement for sin, and now the peo- 
ple of New Brunswick are talking about 
the Klan. Conflicting statements have 
been made as to whether New Bruns- 
wick has a branch of the Klan or not, 
and as to whether the rector had’ re-

Klan and threatening him if he did’ not 
cease his attentions to women of the 
congregation. 

; No Known Members of Klan. 

As far as can be learned, neither-Hall 
nor Mills nor any member of their fam- 
ilies. was a member of the Klan. Ques- 


| tioned about reports that his wife had 


told other women of her sympathy with 
Klan purposes, Mills said yesterday he 
had never heard her speak of the Klan. 
The officials do not seem to be consid- 
ering the Ku Klux Klan theory seriously.

| thorities yesterday, they have given up 


ope of solving the mystery in any other 
way. than by trying to find.the rector’s 
watch and wallet, which were missing 
when the bodies were found. They. are 
considering three possibilities in this 
respect. First, that robbery’ was’ the 
motive for the murder. Second, that 
ghouls who came across the bodies be- 
fore they were reported to the authori- 
ties stripped them of valuables. Third, 
that the murderer or murderers took the 
watch and the wallet in order to conceal 
the reakh motive and make the aythorities 
think the motive was robbery. In the 
first or second case, the watch may 
turn up some day in a pawnshop and 


thus furnish a clue to the murderers. 
In the third place, nothing but a false 
step on the part of the guilty person. is 
likely to_ lead to a solution. ‘ee .

He says it appears abroad, and in a 
large part at home, that Germany is 
fully prosperous and that her economic 
condition is improving since there is no 
unemployment in Germany and demand

Mrs. Coombe Tennant Urges the 
Governments to Send More 
Women Delegates. 


GENEVA, Sept. 25 (Associated Press). 
—‘ The League of Nations must become 
in some real sense a league of moth- 
ers,’ said Mrs. Coombe Tennant in the 
debate on the white slave traffic. ‘* This 
is necessary if the League is to ac- 
complish the task of bringing about an 
endurable peace.” : 


Mrs. Tennant is rearesenting the Brit- 
ish Government here and urged that 
every Government send women with 
their delegations so as to arouse more 
interest among women in the work of 
the League. The strength of the League, 
she continued, is ‘based on _ public 
opinion, in which women, especially 
mothers, take a considerable part in 
the training of their children. 

Mrs. Margaret Dale af Australia also 
supported the white slave report, which 
asks the Advisory Committee to con- 
sider whether, pending the abolition of 
State regulation, it cannot agree that 
no foreign women shall be admitted to 
licensed houses. 

The majority in the Council of the 
League will pass into the hands of the 
smaller States aftter the election of 
the non-permanent members this week, 
now that the Asscmbly has adopted the 
council's reconimmendation that the 
number of non-permanent members be 
increased to six. The permanent mem- 
bers number four,“pbut will still have 
behind them the rule requiring una- 
nimity of votes in the council on all im- 
portant questions. This will prevent 
the smaller States from imposing their 
conception when they differ with the 
big powers. 

Some of the smaller States oppose 
enlargement of the council, fearing tha 
it would encumber the work and weaken 
the influence of that body, which under 
the covenant is the executive power of 
the League. Others demanded that the 
permanent members of the council also 
be elected by the assembly. 

The council reserved this question, 
and M. Motta of Switzerland said that 
the permanent members must be in- 
creased by the representation of the 
United States, Germany and Russia. 

China’s chances for re-election to the 
council seem to have improved in. the 
last few days. Czechoslovakia, which 
has been pushed to the front as the 
Little Entente’s candidate. has with- 
drawn, and the Little Entente will now 
vote for Jugoslavia. 

The Committee of Five for Austrian 
Affairs heard a statement by Dr. Schu- 
ler, the Austrian Minister of Finance, 
today. France and Czechoslovakia have 
already informed the. committee that 
they will .guarantee their share of the 
funds for Austria’s relief if the other 
powers will do the same. ‘It is under- 
stood that the success of the plan de- 
pends on the answer of Great Britain.

Armed Robbers Flee in Disgust 
After Halting Driver Near 
Police Headquarters. 


THOUGHT TO BE AMATEURS 


Same Methods Are Used ‘as in 


$2,000,000 Postal Robbery 
Last October. 


Following the methods pursued by the 
robbers who looted a mall truck of 
$2,000,000 last October, bandits held up 
a mail truck in the street near Police 
Headquarters early yesterday. The 
truck was empty, howevey, and a plan 
apparently laid with more than usual 
care produced no loot, at all. 

-On its way from -the Grand Central 
Station to the City Hall Station, the 
truck was overtaken by a taxicab at 
Grand and Lafayette Streets at 1:45 
o'clock. Three men with pistols sprang 
from the taxicab into the middle of the 
street in ‘front of the truck, covered 
Robert McCoy, the driver, and ordered 
him to stop. They jumped on to the 
seat as he brought the truck to a stop. 
Two kept their pistols aimed at his head, 
while a third and fourth broke open the | 
rear door of the truck with a crowbar. | 

The two men in the rear shouted in 
disappointment that the truck was 
empty. All four hurried to the taxicab. 
Another mail truck arrived, just after 
| the bandits left and stopped, the driver 
being under the impression that McCoy 
had’ met with an accident. McCoy told 
him what had happened. The ‘second 
driver ran to Police Headquarters to 
give the alarm while the first drove on 
to the downtown Post Office to report

CASHIER IS SHOT, 
_ BUT GIRL SAVES BANK 


Her Screams Give Alarm in Hope- 
dale, Ohio, and Five Armed 
Men Flee in a Car. 


STEUBENVILLE, Ohio, Sept. 25.— 
Cashier George. H. Whittaker of the 
First National Bank at Hopedale, Ohio, 
fifteen ‘miles from here, was. shot 
through the neck and probably fatally 
injured by a member of a party of five 
armed men, who attempted to rob the 
bank at 10 o’clock this morning. No 
mcney was taken, the robbers being put 
to flight when Miss Jessie Snyder, as- 
sistant cashier, screamed and gavel the 
alarm. 

Mayor A. D. Finnegan’ of Hopedale 
was one of the first attracted by Miss 
Snyder’s screams. He . immediately 
equipped four automobiles with men 


armed with rifles and pistols, who start- 
ed in pursuit of the bandits. 

Sheriff Ed. Lucas, with three ma- 
chines loaded with men and riot guns, 
also started in pursuit from here. 

Although Whittaker is unable to talk, 
other bank officials state no money was 
tuken, the first of the robbers shooting 
Whittaker and then rushing back to the 
machine. Whittaker’s condition is such 
that he cannot yet be taken to a hospi- 


tal, there being none in the little town.]|. 


The bandit car was found along the 
road at Henry, three miles from Par- 
lett, Ohio, shortly before noon today, and 
Sheriff Lucas reported that his men 
were scouring thé wooded section near- 
by, Delieving they have the robbers sur- 
rounded, 

The. only clue the authorities have is 
half a thumb, which the police beliéve 
belongs to one of the bandits, who is 
thought to have caught his hand in the 
door of the auto and amputated his 
thumb as they made their getaway.

Workers Think Bomb Did It—En- 
gineer Badly ‘Burned—Others 
May Be in Wreckage.

man was badly, perhaps fataaly, burned 
and forty other narrowly escaped death 
early this morning in a mysterious ex- 
plosion in the new Illinois. Merchants 
Bank Building. Workers believe the ex- 
piosion was caused by a bomb. 

The entire Loop district was shaken. 
Firemen and policemen were unable to 
penetrate a thick black smoke which 
covered the wreckage for an hour after 
the explosion.

SENIORITY NOT RESTORED.

IS FORMALLY ENTERED 


Defense Seeks Consent of Gov- 
ernment Counsel for an Appeal 
Direct to Supreme Cowt.

CHICAGO, Sept. 25.—Formal proceed- 
ing through whicr Federal Judge James 
Vilkerson entered the drastic temporary 
injunction obtained by Attorney General 
Daugherty against the striking railroad 
shopmen occurred today. The proceed- 
fing was perfunctory, as Donald R. 
Richberg, attorney for the strike leaders, 
declineg to interest himself in the form 
of the order, since, he said, the union 
was subject to the ‘injunction as a 
whole.’’ Effect was given to the in- 
junction without modification of the pro- 
visions regarded by the unions as plac- 
ing a ban on free speech, free press and 
free assemblage. 
* In waiving the right to be heard as to 


the form of the order, Mr. Richberg told | 


the Court he was ‘‘ unable to suggest 
any form of order which would be ef- 
fective to give legal sanction to the 
exercise of an authority which we re- 
spectfully urge is not within the power 
of the Court. ‘ 

“To call this proceeding in its method 


and result ‘ due process of law;’ to jus- | 


tify the denial of constitutional rights 
of the defendants by this judicial find- 
ing based on ex-parte affdavits, seems 


to me to disregard the fundamental prin- |} 


ciples of our system of laws, as well as 
to exercise a power specifically denied 
the Federal courts,’’ he said. ‘‘ An act 
of Congress was passed in order to pre- 
vent the very deprivation of liberty and 
property which is here accomplished. 

‘‘It appears that no one of the named 
defendants (shop craft leaders) is even 
charged wiht the commission of any un- 
lawful act, and I am unable to ascertain 
positively from a careful study of the 
opinion of the Court just what unlawful 
acts are found to have been done by 
any of the defendants in furtherance of 
an unlawful conspiracy. 


‘* Apparently, however, the Court has | 


found there is proof of an untawful con- 
spiracy im ‘the large number of unlaw- 
ful acts shown to have been committed, 
the most of them by unknown parties,’ 
and that the defendants are presumed to 
have knowledge that these things were 
done.”’ 

While they did not concern themselves 
with the form of the order, defense at- 
diq make a conventional plea 
for dismissal of the Government's peti- 
tion for an injunction. This Judge Wil- 
kerson denied. 

In the interest of clearness, Judge 
Wilkerson made some changes in tit 
wording of the original order, in several 
paragraphs adding the phrase “with in- 
tent to further said conspiracy. 

Mr. Richberg said he had hope 
gaining the consent of Government coun- 
sel to a plan under which an appeal 
could be taken at once direct to the 
United: States Supreme Court, thus 
avoiding the expenditure of time and 
money on lower courts.

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ISSUE OF $10,000,000 
AUTHORIZED IN PEKING 


Premier Says That. at Best the 


Loan Only Gives the Govern- 
ment a Breathing Spell. 


PEKING, Sept. 25 (Associated Press). 
The Cabinet today authorized a $10,- 
000,000 bond issue by the Government. 

The issue goes to the Chinese bankers 
of Peking for absorption in the face of 
thé strenuous opposition of Cantonese 
parliamentarians who declare the au- 
thorization unconstitutional. 

Premier Wang Chung-Hui said to a 
representative of the Associated Press 
that at best-the loan can be considered 
only a means of giving the harassed 
Government a breathing spell. 

With funds to meet immediate press- 
ing demands, every effort will be made 
to bring about a comprehensive adjust- 
ment of the eountry’s finances, it was 
declared. This task can be accom- 
plished, said Premier Wang, by reor- 
ganization on a gigantic scale. Any- 
theing less, he declared, would only 
plunge the country into further bank- 
ruptcy. 

The proposed issue, which will net the 
Government a little more than $8,000,- 
000, is being taken up by the bankers 
with the understanding that the pro- 


ceeds shall be devoted to administrative 
purposes and the payment of police and 
troops maintained within Peking. The 
money will be advanced in instalments 
and. public accounting made of disburse- 
ments by the Finance Ministry. 

Reviewing the situation, Premier 
Wang said he was hopeful of enlisting 
the co-operation of Sun Yat-Sen in pro- 
moting the Administration’s loans. He 
declared that Sun's stipulations lately 
had become less exacting. The South- 
ern leader’s demand that the provincial 
armies be disbanded and,recreated into 
labor battalions for industrial develop- 
ment finds a ready response from the 
Premier, who believes that this could 
be accomplished with financial assist- 
ance of sufficient magnitude. 

Premier Wang estimates that 40 per 
cent. of the soldiers would return to 
their homes willingly and engage in 
useful pursuits if assured of their 
wages.

ALIENS AND LIQUOR

$500 to $1,000 for each Chinese and about 
$150 for a European alien. 

Many of the “master smugglers” in 
Havana conduct shops as “ blinds,” the 
repert discloses, and conduct their il- 
legal operations ‘‘on the quiet.” One 
of the favorite routes for the smugglers, 
it is learned, is from Havana to Long 
Key, thence up the coast past Turkey 
Point to Miami, through Hope Sound, 
past Palm Beach, then through the 
‘“‘inner waterway” and’ finally into St. 
John River. Aliens and liquor are .un- 
loaded at various . points .en_ route. 
Launches are. used, having a speed 
ranging from fifteen to twenty-five miles 
an hour, it is said, and carry up to forty 
aliens, 

From, Miami to Jacksonville, a distance 
of 350 miles, the whole. coast line is said 
to be wide open to smuggling operations. 
Both Chinese and European aliens, it is 
declared, are being smuggled in at Mo- 
bile. Pensacola, Tarpon Springs, and at 
a dozen places within a short distance 
of Tarpon Springs, such as Clearwater, 
Crystal Beach, Dunedin and Cedar Keys. 
Small vessels are understood frequently 
to put In at Tarpon Springs for “ sup- 
piies or repairs,” the inspectors explain- 
ing that at such time large numbers of 
aliens and quantities of liquor are land- 
ed. Liquor at this point, it is asserted, 
is sold openly over soft drink counters. 

Tarpon Springs appears to be used as 
a gateway principally by ineligible 
aliens, mostly Greeks, Italians and Span- 
'jards, the inspectors assert, while smug- 
gling of all descriptions seems to be cen- 
tring at Tampa and points on or near 
Tampa’ Bay, in the vicinity of Cléar- 
water and St. _ Petersburg.

Impressive military services were held 
at Mitchel Field, near Mineola, L. L, 
yesterday afternoon in honor of the six 
air service men who were killed Satur- 
day night when _a Martin bomber in 
which they were passengers crashed to 
earth in night manoenvres.

Charles Greer Prevides Fund for 
Care of Mounds for Wife 
and Himself.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Sept. 25.—An 
unusual feature of the original will of 
the late Charles Greer of Brookside 
Farm, Harrison-on-the-Sound, filed with 
Surrogate Slater here today, is his spe- 
cific orders about floral decorations on 
the graves of his wife and himself, the 
color of the flowers and the time when 
the decorations shall be placed. As no 
petition was filed with the will, the 
value of the estate is not known, but 
it was estimated to be between $3,000,- 
000 and $4,000,000. Mr. Greer was killed 
by a taxicab in Chicago several weeks 
aco. 

The major portion of the estate goes 
to two sons, George ahd Christopher 
Meyer Greer. Railroad bonds worth 
$4,000: are left to Woodlawn Cemetery 
for these purposes: 

‘“‘Fer planting of flower beds four 
feet fh diameter, one on the northerly 
side of the monument and one on the 
eoutherly isde, the first year with pan- 
gies and the next year with white gera- 
niums; also mounds 1, 2, 23, 24 and 29 
to be planted first with pansies, then 
with white begonias. It is my wish, and 
I so direct, that as to mound 23, where 
my dear wife was laid, that on Oct. 15 
of each year there be placed five dozen 
white carnations upon the mound, and 
that for Easter Sunday there be placed 
three dozen calla ‘lilies upon the 
mound,”’

After directing that all jewelry 
be sold and the money held in trust 
for the two sons, Mr. Greer bequeathed 
fifty shares of Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road preferred stock to his daughter-in- 
law, Marion Whitely Greer, and a sim- 
fiar number of shares to ‘‘ my good 
friend ” Christine Taylor McDowell, wife 
of Noah McDowell Jr. Other bequests 
include: 

‘*To my dear friend and rector,’’ the 
Rev. Richard Townsend Henshaw of 
Rye, $5,000; to Miss Phebe E. Turner 
and Miss Caroline V. Fuller, described 
as “my dear wife’s nurses, who gave so 
much care during her iast moments on 
this earth,’’ $2,500 each, and Andrew

TELLS OF TEACHER 
HIDING FROM CREASY | 


Principal cf Freeport School 
Testifies Miss Lavoy Feqred — 
Accused Slayer. 





MINEOLA, L. I, Sept, 25.—Testimony 
udduced today at the trial of William 
Creasy, accused of killing Miss ‘Edith 
Lavoy, Freeport school teacher, indicat- 
+d that Miss Lavoy was in fear of 
Creasy and the ‘‘ wild look ”’ in his eyes. 
This angle of the case was brought out 
by Miss Kdna M. Shoemaker, princlpal 
of the Grove Street School, Freeport, 
where Miss Lavoy taught. 

The witness described the young wo- 
man as a remarkably successful teacher, 
who had promoted her class with the 
exception ‘of one child, who had been ill. 
At about 2 o’clock on the afternoon of 
June 22, the day before the teacher's 
death, Miss Shoemaker said she had 
seen Creasy and Miss Lavoy together 
in Miss Lavoy’s classroom, She said 
she took Miss Laevoy wiih her tou make 
out a report and that later the three 
went to the Plaza Theatre, where 
Creasy left them. Later, as they were 
leaving. the theatre,, Miss Lavoy saw | 
Creasy walking down the street and hid | 
behind a hedge until he had passed. 

At-1l o’clock on the night of the al- 
leged murder Miss Shoemaker testified | 
she saw Creasy sitting in the room| 
where Miss Layoy had died. He held| 
a handkerchief to his head and was| 
rocking back and forth in a chair, ex- 
claiming, ‘‘ My darling, I loved her.” 

Caplain Wittlans A, Jones, former pis- | 
tol expert. of the New York Police De- | 
partment, said he examined the teacher's | 
body and was present at the autopsy. | 
He expressed the opinion that the bullet 
wound was not self-inflicted. | 

Earlier in the day the State presented | 
evidence to show that it was Miss Lavoy 
and not Creasy who broke off their en- 
gagement. Daniel Blern, a lawyer of 
Huntington, W. Va., appearing as coun- 
sel for Creasy’s wife, told the Court 
that Mrs. Creasy had brought an action 
against Creasy for ‘‘temporary§ di- | 
vorce,”’ 
for three years. Before Creasy could | 
remarry, the lawyer said, he would have | 
to apply tor a permandnt decree, which | 
could not be granted until five years | 
after the first decree. Biern said | 
Creasy had asked him whether he could | 
remarry, and that in reply Biern had | 
toid him he would be Hable to a charge 
of bigamy.

EASTERN ROAD CONTROL 


China Will Be Responsible for 
Continued Operation and Pro- 
tion of System. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25..—-The Amer- 
ican and Japanese Governments have 
practically reached an agreement for the 
abolition of the international technical 
control of the Chinese Eastern Railway, 
which was established after the collapse 
of the late Czar’s Governments in 
Russia. 

It is understood the agreement pro- 
vides that the so-called Stevens Com- 
mission shall cease to function upon 
completion of the evacuation of Japan- 
ese troops from Siberia, which is ex- 
peeted to be accomplished by the end 
of Gctober. 

Under the terms of the agreement it 
is understood the Chinese Government 
will be made responsible for the con- 
tinued -operation and protection of the 
Chinese ‘Eastern Railway, but a close 
watch on the situation will be main- 
tained with the view to resumption of 
international control in case the Chinese 
authorities are unable to -keep the rail- 
way in efficient operation. ‘The other 
allied powers, including Great Britain 
and France, are in accord with the 
American plan, which has been virtually

GETTING ARMS FROM JAPAN. 


Tokio Hears Teena Quitting Sibe- 
ria Gave Them to Anti-Sovietists. 


TOKIO, Sept. 25 (Associated Press).— 
Japanese military authorities are cred- 
ited with the statement that General 
Dieterichs, the anti-Soviet leader in 
Viadivostok, and General Chang Tso-lin, 
the war lord of Manchuria, have been 
negotiating secretly an agreement under 
which the arms left by the Japanese 
in evacuating Siberia will be divided be- 
tween the two Generals, who plan to 
join in opposing the Soviet forces and 
those of the Far Eastern Republic. 

Part of the military equipment aban- 
doned by the first contingents of Japa- 
nese to leave Siberia is reported already 
to have been turned over to Chang Tso- 
lin. 

The newspaper Kokumin Shimbun 
charges that some of the arms and mu- 
nitions which Japan promised to give 
the Chita Government on the conclusion 
of an agreement have been disposed of 
to Dieterichs and Chang, through the 
machination of a Japanese military 
clique. 

The paper adds that when the first 
period of the Japanese evacuation oc- 
curred arms were left behind, and that 
these were appropriated by Dieterichs, 
while more were sold to Chinese and 
Japanes representatives of General 
Chang and shipped as Red Cross sup- 
plies. Russian customs officers discov- 
ered part of these shipments, says’ the 
account. 

An official of the Japanese Foreign 
Office said that “ unfortunately the re- 
port was correct”’ He explained that 
the Government was investigating it. 

The Foreign Office, however, had no 
knowledge today of the alleged’ negotia- 
tions between Vladivostok and Mukden. 
Neither could it confirm the report that 
America had protested against the ‘‘ ar- 
Pitrary disposal’’ of Japanese arms in 
Siberia. 

The method of disposal of Japanese 
military stores in Viadivostok was on 
the agenda of the present conference at 
Chang-chun, Manchuria, among repre- 
sentatives of Japan, China and the Mos- 
cow Soviet. The latest reports have 
indicated that the conference was split 
hopelessly over the question whether 
Japan’s occupation of part of Sakhalien 
Island should be discussed. The dele- 
ates have not been In session since last 

ednesday, when they adjourned to 
consult thelr respective Governments,

ROAD PROBLEMS IN ENGLAND 


Tar, Tarmac and Similar Materials 
Used to Improve Road Surfaces. 


That motorists in England are troubled 
by bad roads, detours and the many 
other annoyances that beset ambitious 
automobilists on our own country roads 
is evident from a report of a meeting 
of The Automobile Association and 
Motor Union, with head offices at 
Fanum House, Whitcomb Street, Lon- 
don, W. C. 2. Many suggestions were 
made at the meeting, but as in this 
country they can only be carried out 


with the co-operation of the highway 
authorities. 

A report of the proceedings sent to 
the hs get in England reads: 

‘In his annual report, Mr. James 
| Moncur, County Surveyor of Stafford- 
shire, refers to the importance of di- 
verting traffic off roads undergoing re- 
pair and suggests that this might be 
effected with the assistance of the 
patrol service of the Automobile Asso- 
ciation. The association announces that 
it is ready to participate in such a 
scheme on national lines and has pre- 
pared the accompanying sketch map of 
the Staffordshire district, to illustrate 
how, for example, the traffic might be 
diverted off any sections of the three 
London-Manchester routes that hap- 
pened to be under repair. 

‘‘As far as the motorist is concerned 
the fe wextra miles occasionally in- 
volved would be more than balanced 
by the advantage of avoiding roads 
under repair, or being tarred, and by 
obtaining better road surfaces with 
longer life and at less cost. The pro- 
posal, of course, can take shape only 
with the co-operation of al lhighway 
authorities. With the extended use of 
‘tarmac’ and similar material, and the 
growing popularity of tar as a surface 
preservative, it is important that a joint 
effort should be made without delay.

ITALY’S FARM MACHINERY. 
Market for Agricultural Implements 


Is at a Standstill. 


The Italian market for agricultural 
machinery is quiet at tHe present time, 
particularly in Northern Italy: The bad 
crops caused by the exceptional drought 
of 1921. have. had the effect of reducing 
purchases. of new implements. © From 


the latter rt (of October: until Feb- 
ruary of this year virtually no rain fell. 
Those farmers’ who delayed their plow- 
ing and seeding ‘until Mareh had more 

fortunate results than others, but in 
general the farmers haye not been pre- 

pared to purchase new. machiney or 
even to keep their old “machinery in 
good. repair. These conditions have 
brought the market for agricultural ma- 

chinery and implements virtually. to a 
| standstill, says C. Carigan, the Amerti- 
can Consul in Milan. 

‘“ However, despite these unfavorable 
conditions German ang Austrian agri- 
| cultural machinery manufacturers have 
|} sold considerable quantities of ma- 
chinery in Italy. They have been offer- 
ing ‘especially attractive terms, the 
usual terms being the payment of one-' 
fourth of the total price during the 
year in which purchased and one-fourth 
during. each of the three succeeding 
years. These terms refer principally to 
heavy machinery and such accounts fre- 

uently amount to several thousand lire. 
Putore payments are ordinarily guar- 





|anteed by promissory notes, and the 
| machinery remains the property of the 
| importer until fully paid for. These 
terms were also common in_ pre-war 
times. Small agricultural machinery is 
| usually purchased at 50 per cent. Day- 
| ment on consignment and the remaining 
50 per cent. within a year. 
| “There is no doubt that agricultural 
machinery in present use in Italy has 
fallen into bad repair, and there are 
large quantities of such machinery that 
need not only repairing, but replacing. 
A good crop would undoubtedly have re- 
| sulted in a very brisk demand for new 
implements, as the farmers have bought 
| very few in the last two years, having 
| postponed purchases in the hope of re- 
| duced prices. The need for modern ma- 
chinery is now appreciated in Italy, and, 
inasmuch as a new impetus has been 
| given to farming by the return to the 
land of many laborers and farmers who 
were called to the army or who went to 
the cities during the war for more prof- 
itable work, there‘ should result an in- 
creased demand for agricultural ma- 
chinery. 

‘* American implements and machinery 


| are: well liked in Italy, and the farmers 


are disposed to buy them when condi- 
tions are favorable. However, American

MARCH HAS HIGH RECORD 


Health Department Registrar Cites 
Figures to Show Decrease 


Each Year. 


Instead of ‘‘an unprecedented num- 
ber '’ of babies born in this city in the 
next three months, as predicted in the 
‘‘ Baby Forecast’’ of the United Hos- 
| pital Fund, published yesterday, there 
| probably will be an appreciable lessen- 
|ing in births, according to statistics of 
|the Health Department. 
| So far this year there bas been a con- 
| siderable falling off in the number of 
| babies born. A still greater decrease 
jis expected by the Health Department 
in the next few months. October, No- 
| vember and December, according to Dr. 
, William H. Guilfoy, Registrar of Rec- 
/ords of the Health Department, form a 
quarter of the year in which fewer 
babies are born annually than in other 
quarters, 

There were only 85,519 babies born in 
New York during the first eight months 
of this year,.as against 90,858 during 
the same period a year ago. The birth 
rate, as in other great cities, has been 
decreasing regularly from year to year. 
Fifteen years ago babies were born an- 
nually at the rate of twenty-eight for 
each 1,000 of population. Last year the 
birth rate was slightly over twenty- 
three. This year the statistics for the 
twelve months probably will show a birth 
rate of twenty-three and a very small 
fraction. The ‘falling birth rate has 
been partially compensated by advances 
in civilization, in medical and social 
‘knowledge, which has ‘greatly reduced 
the death rate of infants. 

The prediction of the United Hospital 
‘Fund was that an unprecedented num- 
i ber of babies would be born in October, 
| November and December, and this is 
true, as far as the hospitals are con- 
cerned, though erroneous in regard to 
ithe population as a whole. Physicians 
connected with hospitals denied that 
| births among human beings varied with 
the seasons to any appreciable degree, 
but there are such annual variations, 
according to Dr. Guilfoy, although they 
are slight. 

Mating season and breeding season 
among birds and animals are based on 
the necessity of producing young in sea- 
sons when there is plenty of food for 
them and when the weather is warm 
so that they may develop. According 
to biologists, seasonal mating might 
have once been a characteristic of the 
human race, but it disappeared when 
man grew clvilized enough to conquer 
environment and climate. Such varig- 
tions as there are can be traced to cus- 
toms of civilization and vary with dif- 
ferent races and religions, according to 
Dr. Guilfoy. 

There are more births as a rule, he 
said, in March than in any other month. 
March was the high month last year, 
when 12,280 children were born. Had 
this rate prevailed the year round, there 
would _— been about 145,000 children 
born, as ainst 134,000. the number 
which ectie ly were born. February is 
naturally the lowest month, because it 
contains only twenty-eight days. The 
next lowest month last year was May, 
with 10,780 births, and May frequently 
is a month in which few children are 
born. 

One reason why March is the banner 
month, according to Dr. Guilfoy, prob- 
| ably is because June is the month of 
| marriages. One reason for an appreci- 
able falling of the birth rate curve in 
| the Fall, he said, probably was that 
( *atholics and some others never marry 
in Lent. 

Everything points to a steady decrease 
in the birth rate, which is now down 
almost to twenty-three, got ag! to Dr. 
i Guilfoy. In spite of a steady Increase 
in vopulation for several years !n New 
| York City, there has been a falling off 
{not only in porcemnes but in the actual 
number of babies orn from year to 
year.

FORESTS NATIONAL ASSETS. 


German Timber Suggested as Part 
Payment of War Debts. 


The offer of the German Government 
to pay part of its war debts with tim- 
ber and forest products is the most 
convincing evidence so far presented of 
the value of forests as a national asset, 
in the opinion of Charles Lathrop Pack, 
| President of the American Forestry As- 
sociation. In commenting on this of- 
| fer and the general condition of forests 
in Europe, Mr. Pack points out that 
| while the German forests have actually 
increased during the war period, France 
lost much of her timber during the 
German invasion. 

‘In the discussion 








over war indem- 


i nities to be paid by Germany we find 


Germany saying she cannot pay all in 
money, but will pay some in timber 
and forest products.’’ said Mr. Pack. 
‘here is the great lesson for this 
country. Tne other day the French 
| Premier said a moratorium would be 
| granted if the mines and the forests of 
Germany were placed in allied hands. 

‘France, with her once splendid for- 
ests, knows the value of timber and 
forest products. The whole world knows 
how the invaders carried away lumber 
and cut down forests during the war. 
The whole world also knows how the 
Germans ruthlessly girdled and killed 
thousands of trees they could not use 
themselves. 

‘Figures show that there is 
cent. more timber in the 
Forest of Germany today than in 1914, 
when the war started. It has been my 
privilege to send millions of tree seeds 
to Kurope to help reforest areas ruined 
by the war. I have done this in the 
nope. that the people of this country 
would see the great value of maintain- 
ing that backbone of all industry, forest 
products. 

‘~ Take for example my own State of 
New Jersey, where they pay %5,000,000 a 
year in fre ight rates on imported lum- 
ber. What does that mean to indus- 
trial centres? What does that mean ‘to 
the consumer who ultimately pays the 
bill?. Even the Lake. States, once the 
greatest producers of lumber, are now 
importing it to keep their factories go- 

; ing. The same fs true of New England. 

‘*Do the American people need any 

greater lesson as to the value of hav- 
ing a timber crop every year. close to 
the point of consumption than the fact 
that France considers German forests 
good security for Germany's war debts? 
There are 81,000,000 acres of idle land 
in this country—most of it in the East 
and. Middle West—good for nothing but 
growing trees. Idle land is as great a 
chain on prosperity as {dle men. Forest 
producing land is our greatest asset, and 
the best assurance of national security 
in the future,’’ '

EAST ORANGE, N. J., Sept. 25.—The 
flurry of protest against the authori- 
ties of the high school here, who sought 
to discourage first-year girl pupils from 
wearing peekaboo sweaters, dangling 
earrings and bands of ribbon across the 
forehead, has subsided. Very few ap- 
peared at school this morning wearing 
any. of the proscribed articles. Those 
who did’ wear them were not taken to 
task. 

“The. purpose of the talk which 
aroused criticism,’’ said Ralph B. Files, 
Superintendent of the hogh school, was 
to make suggestions as to the proper 
way a high-school girl should dress. It 
is given annually to the freshman class. 


It is an attempt to discourage the wear- 
ing of flapper dress among the girls.

PAYS FOR STOLEN STOCK. 


Risk Co. Gets Certificate for Securl- 
tles Lost In M li by Hutton & Co. 


Papers filed in the Supreme Court 
yesterday showed that the Stock Ex- 
change firm of E .F. Hutton & Co. lost 
securities valued at $98,016 in the rob- 
bery of registered mail at Council 
Bluffs, Iowa, on Nov. 18, 1920, but the 
loss was covered by $100,000 insurance 
with the Home Insurance Company.

Namee, who was President of the closed 
Prudential Trust Company, pleaded not 
guilty today to indictments charging 
larcency of $97,500 from the bank, eon- 
spiracy to loan money fraudulently, to 
pay dividends unlawfully and to make 
false entries on the bank’s books, and 
the unlawful payments of dividends. He 
furnished bonds of $28,500. 

Eight other persons were secretly {n- 
dicted today bv the special Grand Jury 


called by Attorney General Allen, which 
has been investigating the affairs of the 
Prudential. The {indictments against 
McNamee allege that he unlawfully 
loaned $287,307 « 307 of the bank’s funds. 


MOTOR TRUCK TRAFFIC. 


Business Men Will Spend a Billion 
Dollars on Trucks This Year. 


Use of the motor truck for hauling 
merchandise and commodities over long 
and short distances is expanding rapid- 
ly from year to year. Expansion has 
been unusually rapid during the current 
year, and it is estimated that during 
1922 industrial corporations and mer- 
cantile firms will spend approximately 
$1,000,000,000 for the purchase and main- 
tenance of trucks, including the cost of 
machines, purchase of tires, olls, gaso- 
line, parts and equipment. The produc- 


tion of trucks alone for 1922 is expected 
to amount to approximately $250,000,000 
against $166,000,000 in 1921. 

Farmers in all sections of the coun- 
try, especially those within hauling dis- 
tance of large city markets, increased 
their demands for trucks this year. 
Operation of his own trucks gives the 
farmer the opportunity to sell his own 
crops at first hand and obtain better 
prices. 

‘The growth in bus transportation 
which has now got out of the hands of 
the old rough ‘ jitney’ class of operator 
ind into the control of substantial con- 
cern§ which seek to operate regular lines, 
will increase the demand for this class 
of transportation,’’ according to The In- 
dustrial Digest. ‘‘ Trucks will be needed 
to carry coal over comparatively long 
routes to help the railroads, whose ca- 
pacities will be taxed to the limit. It 
has been computed that coal can be 
shipped economically by highway over 
a great distance, as that from Scranton, 
Pa., in the anthracite district, to New 
York City, because of the. saving 
effected in loading, unloading and light- 
erage charges. The coal delivery com- 
panies in the cities, which have been idle 
all Summer, will need. additional trucks 
in order to convey the Winter’s supply 
to householders.”’ 

To meet these expected demands for 
trucks, motor car manufacturers in the 
country are speeding up production as 
fast as conditions permit. 

‘“* Convincing evidence of the increased 
use of the motor truck is furnished by 
the ate some to link all large cities by 
trunk highways,’’ the writer says. ‘‘ The 
Associated Highways of America, rep- 
resenting interstate highways, plans to 
have a national trunk highway system 
that will connect the three largest cities 
in each State.-Many medium sized cities 
and towns along the route would also 
be included, so that much of the time 
now required to ship manufactured 
articles even for short distances would 
be saved. It is believed that a trunk 
highway system for the entire country 
is not only feasible but is becoming a 
necessity. 

‘The extent to which the motor truck 
is being used at present is Indieated by 
reports from various cities where this 
method of transportation is in use. Less 
than 3 per cent. of the milk that. is 
brought into Cincinnati is transported 

railroads even under normal con- 
ditions, and milk and produce dealers in 
the vicinity of Cleveland are reported 
to be using trucks altogether, Milk com- 
ing into Philadelphia by trucks now 
amounts to 64,169 quarts daily, and it 
is estimated that trucks operating out 
of Loujsville, Ky., will soon be handling 
500 tons of supplies both on the out- 
bound and inbound trips. 

‘* Under normal conditions the trucks 
and interurbans handle 75 per cent. of 
all perishable foodstuffs in. Kentucky 
and Southern Indiana, The meat pack- 
ing industry has also adopted motor 
transportation. Fifteen motor express 
lines for handling live stock shipments 
within a radius of forty-five miles of 
Kansas City have been established. An- 
other Kansas City motor line is plan- 
ning to extend its radius of haul to a 
maximum of sixty-five miles.’

RUSSIAN YOUTH IN EXILE. 


Bulgaria No Longer Able to Support 
Them “While Being Educated. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read with great interest Dr. 
Charles W. Eliot’s letter calling your 
attention, to’ the work of Thomas 
Whittemore, Director of the Education 
of Russian Youth in Exile: On behalf 
of the New York committee, which has 
beew co-operating with Mr. Whittemore’s 
Boston: committee in raising funds for 
this work, I desire to emphasize the dis- 
astrous effect which may result from 
the serious situation now developing in 
the Near East unless prompt action is 
taken. Last. Winter Mr. Whittemore 
mecved all of the 750 children who were 
being cared for and educated in Con- 


Stantinople under his direction from 


pConstantinople to Bulgaria on account 
tof the gravity of the political situation 
which was then developing in Constanti- 
;nople. This proved to be a wise move. 
Today everything is in chaos in Con- 
stantinople, and parents of these chil- 
Gren, who last Winter could not see the 
necessity for moving them out of the 
city, are now beseeching the authorities 
not to return these children to Constan- 
tinople because of their fear that Con- 
stantinople may suffer the fate of 
Smyrna, 

_ But the Bulgarian Government, threat- 
ened as it is on every side, facing the 
first payment of its indemnity, its ex- 
change dropping daily, unable to finance 
its own desperate requirements, has for- 
mally notified Mr. Whittemore that it 
can no longer furnish even the meagre 
appropriation to supply food for these 
children. during the coming year. It 
will gladly continue, however, without 
charge, the housing of thege children. 
But unable to feed them, they must -be 
immediately moved to France, to be 
farmed out among the French peasants, 
who in turn are poorly equipped to take 
care of them. It means the tragic scat- 
tering. of these children—all of them 
sons and daughters of professional and 
scientific Russians, picked for this par- 
ticular reason to be in_these schools— 
and the end of their education, which is 
so desperately needed for the Russia of 
tomorrow. 

The feeding of these children costs in 
American money only $15,000 for the 
year, because of the exchange situation, 
er $20 per child for the entire year—Jess 
than $2 a month. But this $15,000-is thé 
amount of money which the Bulgarian 
Government is at this juncture unable 
to appropriate. This emergency is upon 
jus. Unless we can immediately cable a 
| promise of this amount the schools must 
close and these intellectual children be 
farmed out in France.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Referring to a discussion of “ Re-- 
sponsibility, Direct and Indirect,”’ for 
the Argonaut disaster, you seem to haye 
been under a misapprehension of the 
facts. You imply that a measure of te- 
sponsibility should be borne by the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Mines because it “calls 
aitention to the existence of a law after, 
not before, a disaster has occurred.” 
The enactment and enforcement of 
mining regulations are definitely under 
the jurisdiction of the individual States, 
and the Bureau of Mines, in this connec- 
tion, is strictly limited to an ‘advisory 
capacity.

Its 
first Director, the late Dr. Holmes, was 
a: nationally recognized leader in pro- 
moting the safety of miners, and his 
memory is now perpetuated in the Jo- 
seph A. Holmes Safety Association. The 
Bureau of Mines was also instrumental 
in bringing to a focus a widespread de- 
mand for greater safety in mines, first:

Wider Ribbons Selling Now. 

More interest on the part of ribbon 
buyers has been noted here recently. 
Most manufacturers. had -been doing a 
good business in narrow staples, but had 
been looking to Fall to bring back a real 
demand for fancy wide goods. That this 
has materialized, to some extent at 
least, is indicated by the steadily in- 
creasing number of orders which are 
being received for wide er@handise, 
There is also apparent less/of a disposi- 
tion to force sales of wide ribbons than 
was invevidence a few months ago. One 
of the biggest aids to a good ribbon bus- 
iness now would be an increased de- 
mand from the millinery trade. The in- 
dications for this were considered good 
earlier in the season, but thus far the 
demand from that source has not been 
substantial. 


Velvet Hats Lead Demand. 
Aside from the shapes made of hat- 
ters’ plush and felts, velvet hats are so 
far in the lead in popular fancy at the 
present time as to have the field al- 
most entirely to themselves. This, how- 


ever, is regarded as only natural for 
the beginnin. of the season. Other 
than black, the favored colors are de- 
cided—natural shades playing very 
minor parts.» Brown is an’ unusuaily 
strong second this season. Navy is just 
trailing along and is making a weaker 
showing than reds, grays or the brighter 
blues. Fabric trims, plus the velvet 
adornments, hold by far the most indi- 
vidual place seman the trimmings, with 
peacock topping the demand for feath- 
ers.

Do Not Like Shoe Advances. 

Reports coming in from the road from 
salesmen now out with Spring lines of 
shoes indicate that retailers are resist- 


ing, to an extent not warranted by mar- 
ket facts, the advances that have been 
made on them. It ‘was pointed out yes- 
terday that the cost of cut soles, in the 
case of the higher priced shoes, is now 
15 cents a pair higher than it was a few 
months ago. Upper leather is so much 
higher, and still on the way up, that the 
uppers cost from 25 to 40 cents more 
than they did some time back, depend- 
ing on the quality of the leather used, 
Drill linings and other materials en- 
tering the manufacture of.shoes have 
also advanced lately, and the labor cost 
is not far removed from the war-time 
peak.

We pass rent laws to save us from 
living in the streets. Now we are told 
the housing shortage is over—that 
there’s plenty of ‘room for everybody 
or will, be as soon as the construction 
under way is completed; that the great- 
est building boom in the history of te 
nation is going on. ;

Governor Ritchie Says Accused 
Must Be Kept in Mary- 
land for Trial. 


INQUIRY IS STARTED HERE 


Enright and Banton Examine Record 
to See Whether Loca! Officers 
Are Implicated.

ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 25.—Governor 
Miller tonight sent a letter to Governor 
Albert C. Ritchie of Maryland asking 
him to cause to be returned to this State 
Walter Socolow, who was. kidnapped 
from Justice Martin's court in+ New 
York last week and taken to Baltimore, 
where he is wanted -f6r murder. This 
action ‘on fhe Governor's part was 
prompted by a letter which the Gov- 
ernor received from Justice Martin, who 
Jaid ail the facts in the case before the 
Governor. 

In his letter Justice Martin wrote that 
he believed the kidnapping was pre- 
viously arranged before the hearing 
‘gtarted in his court, ‘although the 
Prisoner would probably have been re- 
turned after a proper hearing.’’ (The 
Governor's letter to Governor Ritchie 
follows;

‘IT issued a warrant on Sept. 19 for 
the extradition of one Walter Socolow 
to your State, where he was wanted on 
e homicide charge.

Handling a Coal Strike. 


The great Westphalian coal workers’ 
strike in the Spring of 1889 took the civil 
administration by surprise, causing great 
eonfusion and bewilderment, especially 
among members of the Westphalian 
provincial administration. From all 
sides came calls for troops; every mine 
owner wanted, if possible, to have sen- 
tries posted outside his room. The 
commanders of the troops which were 
summoned immediately made reports on 
the situation as they had found it.

No such stir has occurred in monarchist 
circles since the Kaiser’s flight to Hol- 
land as that which has been caused by 
the opening instalment of his Bismarck 
chapter.

The Kaiser's book takes us 
right into the heart of the conflict be- 
tween the Kaiser and the grand old 
Chancellor, and at the same time points 
where Germany’s foreign policy started 
on the wrong tack.’’ - 
Regarding the ex-Kaiser’s recognitio’ 
of Bismarck’s political genius and his 
dictum that only Bismarck had a chance 
of continuing Bismarck’s political game 
successfully, this arch-monarchist organ 
comments sadly but frankiy: ‘* Does 
there not In these words He the harsh- 
est, sharpest criticism of our foreign 
policy pursued after Bismarck’s de- 
parture?”’

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GIANTS HAVE EDGE 
ON YANKEE HITTERS 


Will Enter the Coming World’s 
Series as Strongest Batting 
Aggregation in Baseball. 


PROBLEM LIES IN PITCHING 


McGraw’s Men Better Balanced 
With Stick—-Second Base Weakness 
Hurts Hugmen in Fielding. 


This is the first of a series of six arti- 
cles in which the comparative strong 
and weak points of the world’s series 
contenders will be discussed. 


Any member of the Yankees will tell 
| you that it is running in the face of 
| baseball superstition to regard them as 
|a world’s series contender before they 
are really in. But the present series, 
analyzing the strength and weaknesses 
of the Giants and Yankees, will go on 
the assumption that Miller Huggins’s 
men are already 1922 champions, The 
| Giants have clinched their title; the 

Yankees need only a single victory by 
| them or a single defeat for the Browna 
| to assure the championship. The Yan- 
| kees play three games in Boston begin- 
ning tomorrow and one game in Wash- 
ington on Sunday. The Browns will 
| entertain the White Sox in St. 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday, when 
*‘ finis’’ will be written on the season. 

Nothing much remains after that but 
the world’s series, which starts out 
bearing the unique distinction of being 
the first ever played between two clubs 
of one city. which had also won the 
season before. Chicago had 
private world’s series once, in 1906, but 
New York ts going the Windy City one 
better. 

This fact helps in the pre-serles anal- 
ysis of the two clubs, for to some ex- 
| tent they are the same teams which 
played last October. At any rate, the 
observer has some data at hand as to 
how the Giants behave when they meet 
the Yankees, and vice versa. He knows, 
for instance, that McGraw’s men out- 
hit their rivals last October and have 
outhit them this season. He knows also 
that it was air-tight fielding by 








the Yanks in the same tight places, 
which virtually decided the last two 
games of the 1921 series. 


Must Reckon With Giants’ Batting.

But it 
is pertinent to note here that the Yan- 
kees, if they are to win the series, prob- 
ably will have to hold the Giants to 
their .269 mark of 1921, and, taking 
advantage of McGraw’s weaker pitch- 
ing staff, boost thelr own batting fig- 
ure to at least the same level, By 
equalizing these two figures the Yan- 
kees will overcome the obstacle that 
kept them away from a world’s cham- 
pionship last October. 

On paper the Giants have 
both ways from the jack. 
man in the regular McGraw line-up 
is not a ,.300 hitter. This is Heinie 
Groh, who has found that there is a 
direct line of connection between the 
batting eye and an injured knee. Be- 
fore Groh in the batting order comes 
Bancroft, .324; after him comes Frisch, 
.826; Meusel, .331; Young, .331; Kelly, 
.820; Stengel, .360, and Snyder, .338. 
This is McGraw’s strongest band of hit- 
ters. If he uses Earl Smith behind 
the bat he reduces the power, for Eart 
has been hitting only .279 this season, 


Pipp Is Yankees’ Best Slugger. 


It is worthy of note that five Giant 
hitters boast of higher marks than the 
best Yankee slugger. The latter indi- 
vidual is First Baseman Wally Pipp, 
who, as clean-up man for Huggins, had 
collected an average of .328. But Sten- 
gel, Snyder, Young, Meusel and Kelly 
are above this mark, and Frisch, sixth 
on the list, is only two points under, 
The lowest of MtGraw’'s .300 men — 
Bancroft—is exactly even with Hug- 
gins’s third best. 

Against McGraw’s eight .300 hitters 
Miller Huggins has only five—Pipp, with 
.828; Schang, .326; Bob Meusel, .324; 
Ruth, .319, and Witt. 305. Dugan is 
eleven points under the charmed circle. 
Scott is hitting only .272, and Aaron 
Ward, the weakest of the lot, is bat- 
ting .269. 

Extra base hitting was the peculiar 
talent of the Yankees of 1921, but the 
departure of Baker and Peckinpaugh, 
the absence and consequent slump of 
Ruth and the defection of Ward have 
changed the Yanks from a long-hitting, 
heavy-scoring team into a strictly de- 
fensive aggregation, a team which gets 
along on fewer runs by virtue of better 
pitching and improved fielding. 

Therefore, it is scarcely surprising fo 
find the Giants showing the way in 
nearly every department of batting. The 
American Leaguers lead in home runs— 
ninety-five to seventy-five, according to 
last week's unofficial averages—but the

In*two less games the Giants have 
made seventy-four more runs and 104 
more hits, and have fifteen more points 
in the team batting average. 

From top to bottom the Giants’ have 
better balance and better distribution of 
power. As stated before, Groh is the 
only break in the .300 batting order. To 
go down a list like that is a test for 
any pitcher, and McGraw’s men form 
an extra menace because the opposing 
twirler faces hard hitters in every in- 
ning. The bottom of the batting order, 
with the exception of the pitcher, Is 
likely to prove as tough as the top or 
the middle. Unlike the Yanks the 
Giants cannot be figured to be less

other; there are no “ easy innings 
when the opposing pitcher can rest. 

The Yanks, on the other hand, are de- 
cidedly stronger in the middle section of 
the batting list—Ruth, Pipp, Meusel and 
Schang. Witt and Dugan at the top are 
not so formidable, and Ward, Scott and 
the pitcher, at the lower end, have 
proved to be a check on many a rally; 
although Scott is a better hitter in the 
pinch than he is generally credited with 
being. 


Giants Better Balanced in Pitching. 


Taking the opposing pitching into ac- 
count, the Giants present a better bal- 
anced line-up, It must be remembered 
that the Yankees have no left-hander 
except Frank O'Doul, who will be used 
only for relief work. On the other hand, 
r McGraw will use Arthur Nehf in two 


| and probably three of the geven games. 
} Of the Yanks’ three left-handed hitters 
—Witt, Ruth and Pipp—Witt will be the 
weakest against a southpaw. On paper 
Whitey stands to do little with a pitcher 
like Nehf. 

Even the great Ruth may not escape 
this factor. The Babe. of course, hits 
all kinds of pitching. Ty Cobb recently 
stuck a left-hander in against him in a 
pinch, and Ruth promptly socked the 
ball over the distant scoreboard. But 
a left-hander with lots of “ stuff "'"—a 
wide and sharp.breaking curve, such as 
Nehf possesses — and with a change of 
pace, will trouble the big hitter more 
than ordinarily. 

Pipp, too, is not at his. best against 
southpaws, although he has improved in 
this respect. But this factor mentioned 
above, must be reckoned’ with, in an 
analysis of batting, for McGraw’'s team, 
| which is somewhat weak against left- 
handers, will be able to throw four 
(and with Smith five), southpaw bat-

In fielding the rival teams are equal 
on paper, but the Giants havé a slight 
edge that ought to show on the field. 
Granting that the keystone positions fn 
flelding are those ‘‘ down the middle '’— 
that is, shortstop, second base and cen- 
tre field—the Giants are the stronger 
for the reason that Frisch outclasses 
Ward at second base. Against a team 
of right-field hitters and a club strong 
in the hit-and-run, second base wiil be 
a critical position in the coming series. 
| And it is precisely at this spot that the 
Yanks are the weakest. 

On the whole, Scott is a better fielder 
than Bancroft—not as spectacular but 
steadier, From the point of view of 
steadiness and general all-around worth 
as a fielder, Scott is the best of present- 
day shortstops. Not fast naturally, 
Bancroft helps himself by his excellent 
ability to play batters and his adeptness 
at handling. hard-hit balls with his 
gloved hand. Bancroft makes all the 
hard plays that Scott would make, and 
perhaps some he would not make, but 
he falls on easy’ groundeéers, which the 
Yankee would stop easily and without 
fuss. 

Witt and Stengel are not the best of 
centre fielders, and in general they will 
stand each other off. But at second 
base the margin is wide. Frisch is 
faster, livelier, more alert, possessed of 
better baseball instinct. The Yanks lost 
one world’s series game at second base, 
and they face the same danger this Oc- 
tober. 

On the whole, the Yankee infield does 
not shape up as strong as the Giants’, 
desplte the edge that Dugan has over 
Groh.at third. In the outfield Ruth and 
Irish Meusel are about even, with Ruth 
having what slight advantage there is. 
Stengel and Witt are even, and Young, 
as an all-around fielder, is the superior 
of Bob Meusel. Both are among the 
best throwers of the game; Meusel is 
undoubtedly the better. 

The advantage behind the bat is with 
the Yankees. Schang is smarter and 
faster than either Smith or Snyder. His 
throwing is either very good or very 
bad, but he supports his pitchers bet- 
ter and is a good tnan with men on 
the buses. Snyder and Smith probably 
will divide the assignment, and Sny- 
der will be the steadier. If catching 
is to win the series, it will be a fairly 
even battle.

SIKI 1S A GORILLA, 
SAYS HIS MANAGER 


Conqueror of Carpentier Has 
Monkey’s Tricks and Man- 
ners, Declares Hellers. 


DEMANDS MILLION FRANCS 


Senegalese Wants That Sum to 
Meet Wills Oct. 26— 
Frenchman's Left Hand Broken.

PARIS, Sept. 25.—In order that Jack 
Dempsey, heavyweight boxing champion 
of the world, may know what is coming 
his way if he accepts Battling Siki’s 
challenge, here are a few observations 
of M. Hetters, manager of the Sene- 
galese’ windmill: 

* Sikil has something in him which is 
not human. A long time ago I used to 
think that if one could find an intelligent 
gorilla and teach him to box one would 
have the world’s champion. Well, 
that’s what I found in Siki. There’s 
much of the monkey about him. He has 
the gorilla’s tricks, the gorilla’s skill 
and manners. He is a man who is like 
no other man we have ever had. Not 
only does he resemble a highly trained 
gorilla, but he is just a Httle bit crazy, 
judged by human standards. He is never 
where you wait for him, he fools you 
every second... He ts a living illusion."’ 

Carpentier from his sick bed today 
said he wanted to fight Siki again. It 
is difficult to imagine with what 
Georges hopes to hit the negro since he 
has his left hand and perhaps his right 
hand broken from blows which landed, 
but left the black man smiling. The 


former champion says he does not intend 
to stop boxing and believes he can beat 
Siki if he were more careful. 

Siki agrees with Georges that the 
champion was too confident yesterday 
and that he thought he had a cinch. 
“Thats where he was wrong,” sald the 
winner. ‘‘ Now I want to fight Demp- 
sey,’’ said Siki. ‘‘ I did not have to do

Siki was accorded a tremendous ova- 
tion in the sporting centre of Paris this 
evening when he arrived by automobile

There were sweh crowds in the streets 
that traffic was stopped for more than 


an hour. The fighter modestly acknowl- 
edged the ovations. 

‘I am through with absinthe from 
now on,’’ Siki said to The Associated 
Press. ‘‘I am a champion now, and I 
must behave like a chamption.’’ He re- 
fused to partake of a glass of cham- 
pagne which was offered him during a 
toast to his victory. 

Regret is expressed on all sides over 
the downfall of Carpentier, but no at- 
tempt is made by the sporting news- 
papers to hide their satisfaction over the 
discomfiture of Frangpis Déscamps, Car- 
pentier’s manager. 

‘“*IT am not retiring from the ring. I 
shall resume training as soon as I have 
recovered, and if Battling Siki, as I 
hope he will, decides to meet me again 
you can be sure the bout will not go 
six rounds."’ 

Thus the Journal this morning quotes 
Georges Carpentier, the dethroned world 
light-heavyweight champion pugilist, as 
having said yesterday. 

‘I made a mistake,’’ Carpentier con- 
tinued. ‘But. I learned my lesson. 
One is never too old to learn, and you 
see it has done me good. Please deny 
the statement that I am going on the 
stage. I am a boxer, and I mean to 
remain one as long as [I have the 
strength to put my fists.’ 


Men See Film, 


The fight film was shown to the press 
this afternoon. In it the left leg of 
Siki was distinctly seen to rise behind 
the left knee of Carpentier, who be- 


gan then to fall, but observers found 
it impossible to decide whether it was 
a real trip-up Or merely .the leg of the 
colored fighter passing between’ the 
white man’s legs. 

The film, however, makes it evident 
that Siki had no need to trip Car- 
péntier, who at the moment seemed to 
be seeking his opponent in order to 
support himself, being patently a fin- 
ished man. 

The film was run through ten times 
for the newspaper men’s henefit. When 
the lights were turned on, Manager 
Descamps jumped excitedly to his feet 
exclaiming that the referee's disquali- 
fication of Siki was justified. The 
great majority of the newspaper men 
present, however, expressed themselves 
as unconvinced of this. 

The pictures were taken at the rate 
of 150 per second, but were thrown 
on the screen as if they had_ been 
taken at the ordinary rate. There- 
fore their value as evidence was con- 
siderably discounted today, as it was 
impossible to show them at the proper 
slow. speed. 

The sixth round opened with Carpen- 
tier — low and covering his face 
with both hands. He received a right 
swing to the face, followed by a left 
swing. He is unable to make the least 
effort at a return against the Senegalese. 
Then is seen the leg movement of Siki 
and Carpentier falls. 


Siki Leaves Projection Reom. 


During the third showing of the film 
Siki arrived. He seemed uncomfortable 
at sight of the screen, and somewhat 
put out by the animated. discussions 
going on around him and left the pro-

journey. Heller’s cabled message to/| 
Rickard was: 

‘*Siki eager to fight in America for] 
you. Wants light-heavyweights. Will 
be ready after Jan. 1. Thanks for mes- 
sage."’

DEMPSEY POSTPONES 
HIS EUROPEAN TRIP 


Carpentier’s Defeat Causes 
Champion to Make Arrange- 
ments for Theatrical Tour. ” 


Jack Dempsey’s contemplated trip to 
Europe has been deferred, at least 
temporarily. The world’s heavyweight 
champion, who planned to cross the 
briny in November for the purpose of 
meeting Georges Carpentier again, will 
occupy himself with a theatrical tour 
instead. Dempsey, according to Dan 
McKetrick, his. Eastern representative, 
will embark on a vaudeville tour on 
Oct. 9 and continue before the footlights 
until Dec, 24. The tour will start in 


Toronto, Canada, McKetrick said, and 
will conclude in San Diego, Cal., per- 
mitting Dempsey and his manager, Jack 
Kearns, to be home for the Yuletide 
holidays.. 

Dempsey now is in the Maine woods 
with a party of friends enjoying a hunt- 
ing expedition and a session of ‘* rough- 
ing it.” The titleholder will remain 
in the North until Oct. 7, when he is 
scheduled to appear in Boston and en- 
gage in the exhibition which Dempsey 
postponed recently because of an attack 
of boils. Following this exhibition the 
champion will journey to Canada to re- 
sume his careér before the footlights. 

The announcement of Dempsey’s plans 
practically precludes the. possibility of 
the champion engaging in a bout be- 
fore the end of the current calendar 
year. Tex Rickard, Madison Square 
Garden promoter, has received the con- 
sent of Manager Kearns, to a match in 
which the champion will engage some 
worthy rival during the indoor season. 
No positive date was set when Kearns 
and Rickard discussed matters, but the 
bout was set for some time in December 
or January. The latest developments in 
Dempsey’s activities indicate that the 
proposed match will of necessity be held 
in January. 

McKetrick said that the defeat of Car- 
pentier at the hands of Battling Siki 
probably would mean the abandoment of 
plans for a return bout between the 
champion and Carpentier in London next 
Spring. Negotiations were started for 
this match during the visit of Dempsey 
to Europe last Spring, and it was under- 
stood the champion had agreed to terms, 
without really having committed him- 
self in writing. In the absence of 
Kearns, who was in Philadelphia, Mc- 
Ketrick gave it as his opinion that the 
proposed Dempsey-Carpentier return 
bout in England would be discarded un-

closed slightly lower. There was no uni- 
formity of movement in prices of Gov- 
ernment loans at London and Paris: 
they advanced in the one market and 
declined in the other. United States 
Government bonds ended a small frac- 
tion lower. Since those bonds are selling 
now for less than their ruling prices be- 
fore the Soldiers’ Bonus bill was. dis- 
posed of, it is pretty well proved, not 
only that the defeat of that measure 
had been fully anticipated but that the 
actual restraining influence on _ the 
market is the impending announcement 
of the Treasury's plans to refund the 
maturing Victory Loan and other short 
term debt. 

Foreign exchange rates moved in as 
purposeless a manner as security prices. 
Practically all the European exchanges 
advanced in the early hours of business, 
but ended practically unchanged from 
Saturday. Among the numerous more 
| or less conflicting movements of the day 
the cotton market, whose decline last 
week was popularly ascribed to the 
‘* Near Eastern crisis,’’ declined again 
yesterday notwithstanding the turn for 
| the better in that matter, whereas the 
wheat market, which advanced last week 
jon the war talk, declined yesterday and 
was declared to be declining because 
the crisis was past. All this probably 
illustrates the extent to which political 
; influences are overrated. Nevertheless, 
with the actual forces which determine 
the balancé betweén supply and demand 
| so particularly obscure in all markets, 
| we shall doubtless continue to hear of 
| politics as the primary cause of higher 
| or lower prices.

$250,000 ASKED FOR BOOKS 


‘Member of Employes’ Union Tells 
Estimate Board Committee That 
Outsiders Get Best Jobs. 


Charges that the public library was 
Being used for political purposes were 
made by members of the Board of Es- 
timate, sitting as a committee of the 
whole to consider budgetry requests. 
Among the requests was an item for 
$250,000 for the purchase of 212,000 new 
books by the library and $100,000 to 
repair 165,000 used volumes. 

“fhe New York Public Library Iast 
year,’ said Controller Craig, ‘‘ sent out 
false and deceitful circulars attacking 
the City Administration at budget mak- 
ing time. It was used for political pur- 
poses.”’ 

Miss Maude Malone of the Library’s 
Emplpoyes’ Union intimated that pub- 
lMishers and book-sellers, sitting on the 
Wbrary purchasing boards, were respon- 
sible for the large requests for new 
books annually. She said also that non- 
fesidents obtained preferred positions at 
high salaries, residents having been re- 
duced to make way for the outsiders. 

Frank L. Polk, as a Trustee of the 
Mbrary, denied any politics in the insti- 
tution, and urged the great need for new 
books. Chicago, he pointed out, appro- 
priated $240,000 for the purchase of 
books. 

** Yes, but the Illinois Legislature has 
mot depleted Chicagods treasury as ours 
did without giving the city a chance to 
protest,’’ said Mayor Hylan. ‘‘ Manda- 
‘tory legislation is to blame.”’ 

“The time may come when we'll have 
to cut hospital, charitable institutions 
and library funds to obtain money for 
‘mandatory legisiation,’’ said Murray 
‘Hulbert, President of the Board of 
‘Aldermen. 

Controller Craig declared that the 
question might resolve itself to whether 
day laborers should be laid off or 


whether the funds asked for by the 
library should be granted. Charles 
Stelzle of the New York Federation of 
Churches and a member of the Inter- 
mational Machinists’ UnUion said the 
books were more important if money is 
being wasted on per diem employes. 

Mayor Hylan concluded the Hbrary 
hearing by having the 1922 appropria- 
tions for other than personal service 
‘granted. All other items, as well as 
Miss Malone’s cnarges, he said, would 
be investigated by the Commissioner of 
Accounts. 


PANTHERS IN TUNISIA. 





ists in African Colony. 


Among the attractions of Tunisia, one 
ef the French 
coast of Africa, which has been visited 
by many Americans this: year, reports 
the New York office of the French Gov- 
ermment Tourist Information Bureau 
at 342 Madison Avenue, are panther 
and wild boar hunting. These survivals 
of the forest and jungle are still to be 
found in considerable numbers in the 
wooded country of Feidja, near the Al- 
gerian frontier. 

For the archaeologist, the ruins of 
Carthage, a few Yniles from Tunis, the 
capital of the colony, 
interesting features. Excavations are 
mow in progress and a railroad runs 
from Tunis to Carthage. The great 
theatre is in a good state of preserva- 
tion and in the Lavigerie Museum are 
many magnificent jewels and other ar- 
ticles dug from the ruins of the ancient 
city which for many years was. the 
greatest rival of Rome in the supremacy 
of the Mediterranean Sea. 

The ruifs of Dougga, another ancient 
city, are in a wonderful state of preser- 
vation. Recent excavations have brought 
to light a fine mausoleum of the Punic 
ege and many monuments of the 
Roman period, including a forum, thea- 
tre, the temples of Caelestis and Saturn, 
two triumphal arches and several luxu- 
rious villas. 
ruins at Bord, and at Thuburnic are 


remains of Roman baths, a citadel and 
@ mausoleum. 

A railway runs along the eastern 
coast of Tunisia. After winding its way 
through the Gulf of Tunis, with its Sum- 
‘mer resorts of Maxula-Radés and Saint- 
‘Germain, the line skirts the Bou Kor- 
mine, the ‘‘ hot water mountain '’ whose 
peaks are visible from all parts of the 
Gulf. The vast peninsula of Cape Bon 
is covered with mandarine gardens and 
orange groves. Sousse, the ancient Ha- 
drumetum, and the modern gem of the 
Sahel, is prettily situated on the hill- 
side. On the higher parts are the white 


colonies on the north 


present many 


terraces of the Arab town, enclosed by | 


an embattled wall such as the Saraceng 
used to build. The museum, on the 
‘Place Pichon, contains many Roman 
pictorial mosaics and some Roman 
statues found in the surrounding dis- 
trict of Sahal. Near the towns are some 
catacombs dating from the first cen- 
tury. At Mahdia, a port opened in the 
tenth century, on the site of an an- 
cient Punic city, there are still traces 
‘of old fortifications and of a port that 
existed in the Roman epoch. 

*. After crossing a vast and_ solitary 
plain, the train reaches El Djem, the an- 
elent Thysdrus, where is the great am-

tions Service in Alaska, for the United 
States Department of Agriculture, has 
demonstrated that Alaskan agriculture 
can be self-sustaining. In 1897 the same 
Chief of the Division of Insular Stg- 
tions made a study to determine the 


horticultural and agricultural possibill- 
ties of the Territory. Shortly afterward 
an experiment station was established 
at Sitka. There are now five experi- 
ment stations—at Sitka, Rampart, 
Kodiak, Fairbanks and Matanuska— 
which have introduced a number of im- 
proved varieties of hardy grains, in- 
oe wheat, oats, rye and barley, all 
of which are being successfully grown 
on Alaskan farms as well as vegetables, 
fruits and ornamentals of various kinds. 

These have aided settlers materially in 
increasing their food supply and in im- 
proving their home surroundings. 
‘Whereas only two satisfactory gardens 
were growing in Southeastern Alaska 
in 1897, excellent crops of radishes, let- 
tuce, onions, potatoes, peas, beans, cab- 
bage, cauliflower, turnip and other veg- 
etables are now growing almost every- 
where. In many places strawberries, 
raspberries, currants and gooseberries 
are produced abundantly. 

Small dairles have been established 
near a number of Alaskan towns. At 

| Skagway oats and veteh were grown 
this year to fill a silo for Winter feed for 
the cows. Among the striking exper!- 
mentations at the Sitka station are those 
with strawberries and potatoes. More 
than 2,000 hybrid strawberries came into 
bearing in July, the result of crosses 
with native species and some cultivated 
varieties, all having the characteristic 
aroma and flavor of the coast species 
parent. The station hybrid strawberries 
are being successfully grown and are 
producing berries of excellent quality. 
Several hundred seedling potatoes are 
being tested to determine their value 
for Alaskan conditions. 

In view of improving trade conditions, 
the work of the Alaskan stations may 
be expected to aid materially in building 
up the agriculture of the Territory and 
in supplying food to its population.
